Attempt to cricoid the fact as people 
may, there- i* no reason to doubt that 
the unsatisfactory state o£ provincial 
relations with Canada exerts a perni- 
cious effect on the commerce and in- 
dustry, of this country. The uncer 
tainty and unsettled political status 
affects every interest, and is found en- 
tering into the most trifling details of 
business as well as the most important. 
It pains us to observe the lack of con- 
fidence in the futuro of tho country 
that ono meets in his daily walk, and 
the temporary character of contracts 
and improvements, as though those 
who make them are fearful from day 
to day . that, they may bo called on 
through tho pressure of. a sudden 
change in the policy of tho Canadian 
administration towards the provinca to 
pull up stakes and emigrate. We are 
candid when wo say that wo do not 
share in this feeling of uncertainty 
Wo feel confident that tho Canadian 
government intend to discharge all 
their obligations to this country, but 
■we cannot shut our eyes to tho fact 
that an unfavorable feeling oxists, and 
exists, too, among tho class who are al 
j ways the lirst to tako alarm at tho ap- 
' preach of danger. Holders of capital 
are proverbially timid and suspicious, 
and when they aro found unwilling to 
loan money on good security for the 
purpose of pushing on indus- 
trial enterprises, or securing tho 
advancement of somo groat iinprov- 
nient, it is evident that tho "signs 
i of the times" aro in their estimation 
. unfavorable to the growth and ad- 
vancement of tho countrj'. Wo wish 
that., we ' word in a position to writo 
differently, but facts aro facts. They 
cannot be gainsaid: they must be faced. 

Wo have nevor concealed tho disap- 
pointment wo experienced last spring 
when it became known that tho gov- 
ernment of tho province had treated 
• cavalierly a nroposition of the Domin- 
iongovernment submitted through their 
confidential agent. It was in order for 
the government to have replied that 
■ they declined to discuss tho proposi 
! *'"tion; or- they might havo asked for 
time to consider it ; but to leave an 
important state paper that vitally af- 
fected the future of the province unac 
knowledgcd — to hold it for seventoen' 
days in executive hands without the 
slightest notice being taken of it — was 
another sample of the gratuitous im- 
, pertinence for which this government 
has become notorious at Ottawa. The 



asked this government to hand over to 
the Dominion government, in trust, all 
the unallotted public lands of the pro- 
vince for rail way purposes in lieu of a 
20 mile belt on either side of the line 
of railway, Becured under the origina 
terms of confederation, which belt has 
been found, upon examination, to be 
nearly worthless for settlement.

Tho whole man- 
agement of tho manufacture or purchase 
of guns is in tho hands of a liltlo knot 
of officers who, to all intenta and pur- 
poses, hold their posts forever, are 
quite irresponsible, and, for reasons best 
known to themselves, but doubtless for 
very sufficient oues, oppose any attempt 
at improvement whatever." 

An account has just been recoivod of 
a tragic affair happening upon tho east 
cost of Africa, in which remarkable 
heroism was displayed by h sailor on 
board one of Her Majesty's ships. 
Whilo cruising off Mozambique a few 
weeks ago, H. M. S. Wild Swan sight- 
ed and pursued a slave dhow. After a 
long chase the vessel was overhauled 
and captured, and the process of trans- 
ferring tho slaves sho had on board to 
tho man-of-war was going on when a 
slave boy slipped from the vessel's side 
and fell into tho water. One of the 
sharks which usually accompany slave 
ships instantly darted upon the poor 
lad and bit off his right log at the kneo. 
Tho blood tingeing the water soon at- 
tracted the attention of other sharks, 
and almost in an instant the boy's oth- 
er leg was severed from his body. At 
this moment a sailor on the Wild Swan 
jumped overboard, and armed only with 
his sheath-knife, succeeded in beating 
off the monsters and getting the boy in- 
to a boat moored alongside the ship es- 
caping himself unhurt. The injuries 
inflicted upon tho boy were such, how- 
over, that he died the samo evening. 
Tho sailor's shipmates were loud in 
their praises of his heroic conduct and 
a movement has been set on foot to 
bring tho matter before the proper au- 
thorities with the view of having tho 
Albert Medal for bravery conferred on 
him.

Wednesday, Nov. 17. 
TLc Council met at 7.45. Present : His 
Worship the Mayor in tho chair and 
Couns. McLean, Mansoll, Shako3peare 
Roma and Boyd. The minutes of the last 
meeting having been read and adopted, 

A communication was read from Wolch 
Rithot & Co. asking pormission to orcct a 
flag-staff in front of their office for signal- 
ling the arrival and departure of tho mail 
steamers. Requost granted. 

From tho city barristor stating that tho 
natural water course running through 
Mr. W. G. Bowman's property was blook- 
ed up by him somo years ago; also stat- 
ingthat, although Mr. Bowman should not 
havo blocked it, ho (tho barrister) did not 
j think that tho corporation could compel 
him to placo it in ropair. 

Coun. McLean Baid tho water course- 
must bo opened and ho did not think tho 
work would cost moro thin 830. 
Referred to Street Committoo. 
Coun. Mansoll movod that a committoo 
consisting of Couns. McLoan, Rome and 
Mansoll bo appointed to roport on tho do- 
sirability of having tho city police force 
placed entirely undor tho control of the 
mayor and council. The mover said that 
tho longer he was in tho council the more 
ha became persuaded the city should con- 
trol it3 own polieo force. During tho last 
six weeks or no tho suporintendent,who8o 
salary was principally paid by tho city, 
had boon absent on provincial duty and 
any member of the force was at any' mo- 
mont liable to bo taken away for outside 
duty. 

Coun. McLoan Haid he was strongly in 
favor of tho proposed change as police 
matters had not boon satisfactory sinco 
tho govornniont had interfered with tho 
management of tho force. Ho referred 
to tho numorou3 robbcrioB that havo oc- 
curred rocontly and said that, so far as ho 
could loam, tho proper stops had not 
been taken to discover the perpetrators. 
Anyhow, no arrests had boon made. Had 
the .superintendent boon in tho city to 
diroct the movemonts of tho forco such, 

forhapa, would not havo boon tho case, 
t was woll known, too, that tiie bylaws 
passod by tho Council wore altogothor ig- 
norod by tho police, and it was woll known 
that tho city assessor and collector had 
actually boon obliged to perform police 
duty. Ho would certainly second tho 
motion. 

Coun. Shakospearo wanted to know if 
Coun. Mansoll could refer to a single in- 
stance during tho last six months wheroin 
tho city polico had boon detailod on out- 
aide duty by the government I 

Coun. Mansoll referred him to several 
instances, and tho Mayor said thero was 
no doubt plenty of others existed. 

Coun. Shakospoaro said that ho was 
not opposod to tho change if it would do 
the city any good, but ho did not think it 
right that the Council should appoint tho 
polico. It rondored tho appointments 
political in naturo and that ho held was 
most undesirable Ho bolieved the 
suporintondont was tho proper person to 
appoint his own men, as ho would tako 
Cflrc to get tho beat officers possible, lio 
questioned vury much whether at liny 
timo during tho last twolve months the 
government had requirod tho services of 
the police for duty outside tho city- 
limits. 

On division tho motion was carriod. 

Coun. McLean moved that a notice bo 
inserted in tho government QazMe of the 
Council's intontion to apply for a private 
bill authorizing tho corporation to buy 
land to extend certain streets. Carried. 

Coun. McLean suggested that tho act- 
ing superintendent of polico bo required 
to send to tho Council next week a ro- 
port stating what steps, if any, havo been 
taken to discover tho perpetrators of the 
lato robberies. Ho was credibly informed 
hy one of the porsons whose house was 
robbed that neither the constables 
nor tho sergeant had been near his pre- 
mises since to make inquiries. 

Tho Mayor doubted whether it would 
bo wise to ninko tho operations of the po- 
lice public. 

Coun, McLean— -Then lot them roport 
to you. 

Tho Mayor — I havo spoken about tho 
matter already and they say thoy aro do- 
ing all they can. 

Coun. McLoan — Well, what does that 
J 'all " amount to ?
